Preface 

Within the span of last 42 yean* glorious v service to 
the' Rasasbala Ansbadhasbram RajvaJdya Shri has contributed 
varioni articles independently or in the form of letters, on many 
a subject, the main amongst them being Aynrveda. Philosophy, 
Jyotisb, Itihas, Politics and many other subjects are alio treated 
at length. Hundreds of scholars Indian and Foreign approach 
him with a volley of queitions on different subjects. He answers 
them all at fall length to quell their dariosity and to, convince 
them with satisfaction. Thus if the biography of Rajvaidya Shri 
is made ready it would occupy a space of 1000 pages for his 
correspondence On various vital subjects of Shastric importance. 
If at all published in fatare the reader will gain much to know 
in the subject of his own interest. 

, Rajvaidya Shri’a recent letters on Ayurveda, discussing 
vital problems about its uplift in Free India, were much Hk6d 
by the readers, Indian and Foreign, many leading Journals 
gave them wide publicity and friends and well-wishers got 
them typed and circulated. Thus, last three years’ correspondence 
-on Aynrveda was much spread and hence much demanded. We 
supplied the type-written copies so (at possible, but the demand 
being heavy, we now publish it unde® this booklet. This booklet 
does not cover the whole lot. Tbt rest, will be published later 
on. The main theme of the letters is Ayurveda, but discussing 
other" problems accruing from the viewpoints put foiward by 
the scholars, it alio encompasses many a subject. 

Ayurveda has been woefully neglected since one thousand 
years in the unsteady administration of lodia. Daring their 
domain of 200 years the last rulers - the Britishers viewed at 
Ayurveda with vengeance acd laboured for its total erafdcitioa 
to place their own Allopathy on the pedestal, falling thus vacant. 
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Bat now that the Role of out own has stepped in Aywveda breaths 
the air of confidence for - its' uplift in the land of' its birth' 
where it is regretfully unnoticed these days by its own countrymen. 
When a country becomes free, it aims at universal progress in 
various fields, for the welfare and uplift bf the nation. At this 
stage a science that is concerned with the health of the teeming 
million should be resuscitated and it is quite natural that Ayur- 
veda hopes for its uplift at the hand, of on, present patriotic 
administrator,. At a time when even the Western people have 
begun evincing disdain towards Allopathy because of its ever 
changing theories and cruel experimentation on the innocent 
and when they are gradually inclined towards Ayurveda realising 
its pristine glory, universality and unflinchingness of principles, 
it ; becomes incumbent otf u. now to give due impo.tance to 
the problem of its progress, .glory and uplift. 

We hope that this will thus be useful to our administrators 
and countrymen who are interested in the subject, for making 
concentrated efforts to serve this sacred scripture.

In response to your demand from the publio for counsel and suggest 
ions as regards the Use of money collected for this ' Memorial, 
many learned and intelligent men and erudite women may hare submitted 
their velwa' according to their aims, understanding and professions. 1 
offer my suggestions, concerning the sphere in wbloh I work. My sphere, 
though appearing circumscribed, is one which can achiere the welfare of the 


whole country. According to my plan, “Mahatma Gandhi Dhanvantarl 
Nagar” must he established at Rajkot in Saurashtro, the land of birth of 
Mahatma Gandhiji. 

On 27th January, 1915 Punyashlok Gandhiji was presented by my 
Institution the RasashaU Aushadbashram with an address, wherein,' Inspi- 
red by a feeling of honour for his conspicuous services for India in Africa,' 
the epithet of Mahatma was first conferred on him by me. I was 
the first to offer him this publio address in ihe assembly of five thousand 
local citisens when he had first come to Gondal after his return from 


Afrioa. The Words Of blessings, which he had then uttered for my' 
Institution and uplift of Ajurveda haTe been many times printed with 
that Address of mine. To quoto them i 

“ValdyaraJ Is a profound scholar of Sanskrit and Ayurveda. 
The Rasashala established by him is serving the people 
through" Ayurveda. The literature published by Rasashala 
is very useful to the public. I used to read it in Afrioa. I am 
much pleased with words which such a scholar has used for 
mein the address. I shall.forever oheris'h them, t have a great 
regard for Ayarved*. This is an ancient Indian Science to keep 
up health of crores of men living in lacs of Indian villages.

I recommend every man to shape and live hie life on the 
basis of j Ayurveda. I offer my blessings to' the Rasashala 
Aushadho shram and vaidysraj. May they be ablo to render still 
more glorious service to Ayurveda. As a result b£ this bleating, ~ 
my Institution has prospered and attained to-day an honoured place 
among iho scholars and educational and other institutes of tbo world. 
Considering these words which Mahatma j l had spoken for Ayurveda thirty 
four.yeard before and on bis lending in India, 1 think, the beat memorial 
for him of long- standing and national interest most be the uplift of 
Ayurveda and its allied Bhastraa. This work can ba successfully accomplished 
by tbo establishment of Mahatma Gandhi DhBnvantariNagar in Saurasbtra. 

Tho principal parts of Mahatma Gandhi DhanTontri Nagar,'' besides 
sub-divisional ones, will be:— 

’ 1. Ayurveda Arya Upaohar Shastra aud siddha Vanaapatl 
Shastra. 

2 . Arya Rasoyan Shaatra and Deb Siddhl- - ... 

3. Uttar Prayogahala C Laboratory ) for Dhatuvad 
( Alohemy ), Ratna shastra and Loh Siddhi. 

4. "Poorva Prayogshala for Colleotion and ,Pxaotioal 
reaoaroh of Sanskrit Manuscripts on all subjeots. 

In the heart of Uahatanja Gandhi Dbanvantnri Nagar,’ there willbe 
erected a Dhanvantari temple, whore-in God Bhree DbanvantirhjrUl bo 
installed with due rites. His worship will bo gone through daily 1 accor- 
ding to Vedic precepts. People from India and all other countries of the 
world will bare free and fall access for Darshanam, Pdjanam and Arch** 
pam o f this deity who will bless Bharalvaisha ia eTery uspecL In the 
various branches of tbiB Nagar, there will be kept images of 'Mahatma 
Gandhi, .depioting different periods of bis life. 

The Dbanvantri Nagar will require for its establishment a eite of 
fire lacs of rupees. To make it howerer a full-fledged 'Institution, - filly 
.laca. of inqeea will hare to he. sqent and bv. Another eapal amount of. 

fifty lacs should be disbursed apart for this Nagar, which, when in full- 
_ working order in a year, will bring an inocme of lacs -of rupees. • ' 

The description of the principal parts of the Dhanrantari Nagar is 
as below: — w . , 

_ 1. Ayurveda Arya Upaohar Shastra and Siddha Vanaspti 
Shastra. 

_ Some oi the Indian Scholars of Allopathy haTe no knowledge or 
. experience of Aynrreda. Receiving only Nnglieh education and culture, 
it-they lay or opme anything against Ayurveda, if is improper and

unacceptable. AlIopathy_laj come into existence since two hundred years. 
Inapite tf tbe Government support to i£ its principles ore Bootable. Patients 
may be experimented open today according to some principles ol allopathy, 
bat a rhort time alter, seme rcholare or rest arch workers declare thoee 
. principles to bo wrong and fcarmfnl. Compared jrifh these, the principles 
of Ayurveda, decided upon by ancient rages and ascetics, thousands 0 J'- 
years before, remain unchanged for all times and are oniformiy applicable 
to all people living in any part of the world. There are hundreds of 
Ayurvedic printed books snd wonderful hand written onprinted SamhiUs 
on snob subjects as Basayan Shastra, Yansspati Sbastra, Dhatnvad Bahstra, 
Ratna Bhastrn, Sargerj, Anatomy, etc. Experiments outlined in these books 
and mss, are so esay, accessible and acceptable to all that rich and poor 
people in towns and Tillages can avail themselves of them according to 
their fitness, neods and means. Those of the allopathic doctors in India 
and abroad anch as Dr. Wilson, Dr. George Clarke, Dr. wise, Dr. Warden, 
Dr. Tribhorandas, Dr. Pranjivardas Mehta of Jamnagar and others 
who have studied Ayurveda, express great praise for it. 

Ayurveda hue reoeiredno support from the paramount power since seven 
hundred yearB, Daring fivo hundred years of Muslim mle, TJnani system , 
obtained atate patronage and enoonrngement and under two hnndred years 
of British mle, full help was offered to Allopathy. The British destroyed 
Indian industries with an aim to enrich tbeir country. Pureuing the same 
policy, they imported into India allopathic medicines worth crores, 
manufactured in England and adversely affected the minds the bodies, (he 
financial condition and religions instincts of onr people. Despite this, 
Aymveda has remained alive, solely on the support of rulers, loving old 
traditions and the people. \N»lh the establishment of onr National 
Government since two years, I feel rare that Ayuneda will be fully 
encouraged. It will by this develop itself to such an extent as to remove 
la a few years cur dependence abroad for medicines and will also give 
great benefit to other peoples of the world. Out of forly crores of people 
in India, five toreven crotee have been using allopathic drags under the Bri- 
tish rule. The Others live cn Ayurveda and avail themselves of its benefits 
through Ayurvedic pharmacies, thousands of more or less learned Ysidyas, 
experienced old persens residing in different villages and foreBt dwellers 
who Jcqow well' silo aiilkvnn. 1 lfciihr ui e tihr jinrgik «V ,i r irr ■unnl t mnnAtr 
that inrpite of the hundred years' paramount rule of the British in India, 
twenty eight crores of its people hove kept thi msekes awry from foreign 
medioines- Same support* rs of allopathy in our national government 
wish to place allopathic doctor* wiihin the teach of all the vilhges of 
India and try to lead the Government for U, but they will not be abls 
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to accomplish their desire even in two hundred yeara to • oome; > wharoas 
Ayurveda will do ao snccessfclly within only ten yeara, « - j 

II.“Arya Rasayan. Bhastra and Deh Siddhi: Tbe preceptors 6! 
Arya Basayan Bhastra havo made many discoveries in their field and 
formulated definite pringiplea after centuries of labour. We read in' the • 
Mahabbarat, the Bamayana, tho Purnnsp, the History and Jain 'Shastraa 
that people oan lire healthy for hundreds of years, can core' diseases 
incurable and can make their bodies strong, long-lived and robust on the 
hasia of these discoveries and principles. The continuity oE this Basayan 
Shaslrn as from preceptors to pnpils has been broken since seven hundred 
years. Hsnee we do not Fee its nse or benefit today. People knowing 
how to prepare snch Siddba Bnsayanas aro few and persona to get them 
prepared are also wanting. In days gone by when that continuity was 
observed and state patronage was given to Basayan Shastraa, persona with 
snch Siddhies were existing and thoy. used to come forward. In this 
Beaayan Bhastra, there are described hundreds of medicines and various 
Siddba and Divya Ausbadhies containing an admixture of mercury, other 
metalr, Upadbalos. Ratnas, Opuratnaa do. nse whereof can cure tuberculosis, 
asthma, diabetea, cancer, paralysis, appendicitis, typhoid, Jeprosy, plague 
and otbefr d ’seises regarded incurable. This department will manufacture 
snoh medicines to give their benefit to the ptople- With the establishment 
•of Dhanvantari Nagar, this Basayan Bhaatra and its Prayogaa can be 
- availed of to tho great development oE our indigenous herbs and plant* 

* together with the Bamanvaya of all Divya Siddha Easauahadhies, being 
wasted away at nominal prioes. 

III. Uttar Prayogahala (Laboratory) for Dhatavad (Alohemy),' 
/ : Ratna Bhastra and Loh Siddhi. ~ ' 

This Shtstra can free the country from disease and poverty. With its 
'"aid, Siddhi can be had to (urn mercury and other metals into gold. Men 
knowing this Bhastra or its eoholars had no encouragement under foreign 
rule. On the contraiy, they bad to live jn fear. But if our national ' 
government will give consideration to this subject, India can he a very 
rich, strong and healthy country within few year* in line with other' 
countries of the world by dovelopiog ibis Bliaitra. In the famous Birla 
Templo at New Delhi, there is one veiao cn Dfcainvad Bhastra: -

dra Lok. To assure you of the troth of Dhutnvad, I give below an insta- 
nce that had taken plaea four or fiTe years before: — 

My friend Pandit Krishna Pal Shastri of Gorakh Rasayah Bhala'mt 
Becores had accomplished this Eas Siddhi and Loh Siddhi. 'I had seen its 
Prayoga in person and in the presence of many Yaidyas, when T had 
gone to Lahore as the President of All India Ayurvedic Congress. When 
Jar an was gone through Bnraroa Grans in Bnbbnksblt Parad, the mercury 
' ate np the gold with no increaso in weight. •With the help of bis Siddha 
Kalka, he had thru tamed mercury Into gold. Pandit Krishna PalShastrf 
' had demnnBtratfd this experiment of converting mercury into gold in 1940- 
1941 at Hardwar and Bila house New Delhi tn the presence of Sheth 
Shri Jugal KUfaore Birla, Sbri Sitaramjl Kheinka-Secretary Delhi Birla 
Mill, Sbri Amiatlal Y. Tbakiar-ohief Secretary of All Iadia Harijan ' 
Bevak Sangb, late Shri hlabadev Desai-Mahatma Gandhiji’a Secretary/ 
Goswami Shri Ganesh Dnttji of Lahore, Otief Engineer Mr. Wilson, Shri 
Neogi Bari and others, when in thirty eight lbs. of mercary he put one 
tola of bL Biddba Kalka and giving fire turned it into gold within few 
hours. This gold fetched a value of R*. 75,000/ according to rate then 
existing* Afte* good tests with acids etc. that gold was found to be quite 
pure. Pandit Krishna Pal Shsatri had undergone constant considerable 
labour for .Five to six years from 1935 to 1940 and had attained this 
Siddhi from Aiya Dhatnvad Bhastra at great expense. The manuscripts 
and Prayoga Grantee, on whose basis he had obtained this Siddhi, are 
there in the Kasashala mss. Granth Bhandar but we have, found no time 
to research them through Frajogaa It is reported that this Fsaditji had 
died in A. D. 3943 while coming from Benares to Delhi, bnt rumour goes 
too of his being taken away underground. At that time, war in Edrope 
was going on and gold was required. Looking to these ciicomatauces, God 
knows how far true is the popular belief of Ha being kidnapped awty. If 
God favour* our country, mis. on Dhatnvad and its Prayogas ini the 
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Rasashftla’fl collection of anoient msa. will be made nse of In ihe Dhanya* 
-atri N*gar. Success cm be toped In tbla direction within about two year?, 
-according as the facility of means be bad, though Pandit -Krishna Pal 
Sharran had taken about fire to el* years. I£ these Prayogas will be taken 
up and this Pandilji Is now alive free, he will come - forward to assist 
ns in .this work and fulfil his tow. There are many wonderful Prayogas 
in this Dhanratri Nagar on diamonds, rabies, pearls and other ' jewel*, 
which too will be experienced inthe laboratory of the Dhaorantori Nagar. 
- IV GoUeoUonandaotlreprsotloalretsedTohof msa; Tfaonsands 
oi '.Sanskrit msnnscripta on railons subjects lie unprotected at present in 
the nook and corner of our country. Tb6y include bnnderds of scientific 
mss. oE Ayurveda, Raeayan Shostro, Vanaspiti Sbastra,' JyoUsb, Tantre, 
PhatnTtd, Aeronautics etc. All this rast hand-written literature moat be 
collected and well preserved In the Dh. a van lari Nagar, where a Proyog- 
ahala should’ba s;t up for their practical research and manifestations by 
employing good scholars. Some of these msa. wherever they are, are in a 
ruinous condition. In many places, they are buried In dmt, eaten up by 
black ant?, moths and mice, sold away as waste paper Inbaasr, taken for 
use by .women, in making baskets or thrown away in the Gangs or the 
eea with pious beliefs. It is urgently necessary to save this precious literature 
from destruction and give its benefit to our country. 4 

, The DhaTHntari Nagar will conduct the shore mentioned and ether 
departments through their indlridnsi expert*, who will be rersed in Dhaln- 
T»d, . Sanskaras of Pared and other Prayogas. Tne Nagar ahonld be 
established in a solitary pltoe within ten miles of whose radius, there will 
be so. town or a village. 

If a part of the money collected for Mahatma Gandhi Euhlriya 
Memorial be utilised in accordance with the plan ind'catoJ by me a bore, 
onr oonnlry will be much benefited, Mahatma Gandhijl'a name will be 
Immortalised for' all Hence and the Nagar will be a aeat of pilgrimage and 
learning for scholars and research works of the whole world. If this in* 
stHctioo will be ertablished, I shall offer It with a sprit of service the 
’ bsutfiltof my Sanskrit Knowledge, experience of Ayurveda Banyan 
Sbastre and Hi Prayogas for forty years and of more than 1GOOO m*«. 
with me worth lacs of rupees- 

It fa not the ea» that I lay before you this plan of Mahatma Gandhi 
DbrvtaUri Nagar only tcJ.y, I bare already written about ft to many 
persons intmted in it since three years, when I am tblokiag to make 
‘ ray Institution tbs Basasbila Aaibsdhaahram a pabHo limited oonoern. I 
bad also outlined that plan in the obituary bookleV-“Sid D«mU of Benign 



Gandbiji ” enclosed herewith end published by the Besajhala Aoshedhishram 
on 8-2-48. Mahatma Gandhi DhavanUrl "Nagar forms too *n '■ integral 
- part 3n the present plan to make the Basasbala a limited body, m booklet 
whereof is also sent herewith. Mina is aa Institution working mainly on 
a ■ commercial basis. ‘Hence it cannot bi “said, when the scheme for 
Dhavantari Nsgar and other Shastriya Avishkaras will materialise, * so I 
opine thst this Institution should b® established independently from Mahstma 
Gandhi Memorial Trust Fond. Thereby its .aims can be at once 'hoped 
to be snooes: folly accomplished. Aetna ted by each thought, I hare laid

I .acknowledge with thanks yonrs of 27th July, 1949, hot 
regret your misunderstanding arrived' at withont carcfnlly going 
through my letter of fhe 12th July, 1949, a copy of which I 
send herewith. In it I had outlined a plan for Mahatma Gandhi 
Dhanvantrl Nagar-one of the best ways In which Gandhi National 
Memorial Fnnd can.be utilised for public welfare and Interest. 

I do not opine that this Dhanvantari Nagar may be a 
Provincial Institntion and of private ownership. I have ’planned 
it; in 'a way that it can be a public or Government institntion 
its financial aspects to be managed by a Committee of Scholars 
or Ayurveda and Rasayan Shastra, appointed by the Government 
or Gandhi Smarak Trust. It will be an All-India Institntion and 
a. Seat Central In the ephsre of Ayurveda, Arya Rarayan Sha- 
sta. i.Vonaspatl Sbaitra and their research Institutes etc. achie- 
ving the good of the people of each provinces of India. 


My aim in writing that letter is that if this Dhanvantari 
Nagar he established. I am willing to offer it the services of 
my Institution, the Rasashala Anshadhashram and of 17 000 ; 
mo. on 40 1° 42 different subject, in the Sara, wall Granth 
Bhandar of the Rasashala valued at 17 to 18 lac, of rope'e, 
with crct any hope of reward. **5* ,

Gandhi ji had visited my Raiashala in 1915 A. D. when I 
had presented him an Address uting for him the Epithet df 
MAHATMA for the first time. The words of high praire and 
regard for Aynrveda which he had then uttered in reply, ore 
many times printed in the Raaashala literature and also quoted, 
in the letter addressed to you. What has actuated me to send 
you this plan of Dhanvantarl Nagar is that Ayurveda has been 
my life-breath for 40 years and an ardent derire that Mahatma- 
ii's words, spoken thirty font years before for the uplift of 
Aynrveda, may today be realised in effect, especially when a 
sovereign independent democratic government has been established • 


in oar country. 

I have expressed a desire for the establishment of Mahatma 
Gandhi Dhanvaotari Nagar at Rajkot under a reason-that 
Saurashtra is the Land of Mahatmajt's birth and Ra]kot ts its 
centre where he had parsed his life from infancy to his departure 
for Africa.

Respectful btessioga: Oar Institution The Rasashala AtrsnAmusnnAM 
baB been serving the people of onr conutry since forty years with its 
. Rcientifio Aynrvedio medicines and lilerainre. It has alto ccntinned to 
eorve since then the rnral popuUh .n oflndin by giving them 1 the benefit 
oE Vaidyoe, preparod or trained by our Institution in tbo systematic stndy 
of Ayurveda. Now when democracy has been eslobliubed in India, the 
Government- is thinking of a plan to place medical relief and tciontifio 
treatment of diseases within the roach of twenty fivecrores cE people living 
in Indian village?, but allopathy or allopathic doctors alone would not be ■ 
successful to accomplish this purpose. Hence consideration is being given 
, everywhere to give to these people the becefit also of Ayurveda. In pur- 
suance of this plau, wa have recast the curriculum of Aynrvedio study in 
our Institute and beg to- send herewith a copy of the prospectus 
of onr Ayurveda Vidyalaya. Its other copy is sent by a separate 
boDkpost, We shall be very gratefal if you will go through it’, 
and kindly favour us with your valued suggestions, opinion, and 
constructive guidance, which onr Institution will warmly follow. ' 
2. Modern allopathic treatment, which is prohibitively expe- 
nsive and beyond the reach of middle-class people, is obtained 
mostly in towns. Rarely 5 P. C; of the village population can 
avail themselves of it. This goes to show that out of 36 crores 
of Indian popnlatior, 25 crores of village folk have been depe- 
nding on Aynrved3, since hundreds of years, for their protection 
of health and freedom from ordinary diseases. They have been 
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getting this relief from persons who have imbibed medical bnov 
ledge traditionally or from practitioners scientifically traine 
tinder learoed Vaidyas. Each provincial Government is henc 
thinking to prepare Vaidyas by starting Ayurveda Vidyalaya 
within' its limits and imparting them therein in the regional lang 
nage the scientific knowledge of Ayurveda, for upkeep of goo. 
health and treatment of common diseases. If this work be comrae 
need immediately, the village peoplec an have protection agar 
nst diseases easily and in abort time. It will also relieve to i 
great extent the heavy financial burden on the Central and 
Provincial Governments for medical aid. 

3. To consolidate their rule In India) the British had aimed 
to keep us dependent on foreign medicine?, as for other things 
to benefit their motherland, they u ed to import into onr coun- 
try medicines worth crores of rupees from Erglaod. With that 
view, they alfordcd no encouragement to Ayurveda, which has 
a bright and glorious pa<t 3 which baa protected tbe people from 
all diseases since centuries astretch and made them very robust 
at d long-lived. Framing it as a law, they miintained a policy 
which fomented discord between doctors and Vaidyas. creating 
too in tbe former a seme ot disregard for Ayurveda. Their 
object was accomplished and Ayurveda rece v d no opportunity 
for development. They cool! not however succeed in lessening 
the feeling of people cf India, especially the rural ones, for 
Ayurveda. Not only this, but they could not also propagate 
among these people so great a use of foreign medicines, as they 
had wished. Under reven hundred years of Muslim and British 
rule, Ayurveda could make no progress. It has yet remained alive 
and able to serve, for the reason that crores of people in our 
country have cherished it tn their hearts with religious sanctity. 

4, The attitude of our democratic Government seems to 
be much in favour of allopathic doctors. Its wish seems to be 
to provide allopathic doctor*) medicines and treatment in every 
village of our country. If this is tree, the mission is bound 
to fail, for considering the most complicated problems which 
confront the Governments at present and entail heavy expenses, 
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oar Governments cannot at present afford to provide medical 
relief to all villages. When the .present problems be solved in a 
few' yearn, and the Government be placed in round financial 
position, it will yet be doubtful whether the Government will be 
able to tackle satisfactorily this question of medical help in the 
next twenty five years, through allopathic doctors and medicines. 
Alien BritUh Government could not do shis work within hundred 
and fifty yean of its rule: This question becomes more complex 
for our democratic Government when circumitances are ao adve- 
rse Hence to protect the peo le of India, bo diverse in caste 
religion, modes of living, fojd and climate, from diseases, to 
safeguard their health and to cure the diseases which they may 
be suffering from, Ayurvedic medicines and knowledge* of Ayur- 
veda ore solely essential. It is to the benefit of the Government 
that the Indians mostly love scientific Ayurvedic medicines. 

5. 95 P. C. of the patients euffer from ordinary diseases, 
which can be cured by Vaidyas with simple vegetable, herbal 
and mineral drugs obtainable from riverside, mountain or a 
jungle near each village, provided they be trained in the know- 
ledge and use cf this products in their provincial language - a 
task not difficult. If this be done, hage amount of money spent 
abroad for purchase of medicines will remain in our country 
and the cost to the Government to provide m-dical relief to our 
every village will be considerably less. Looking to the present 
financial problems of the Government and those which may be 
imagined '‘to ariie in fature, it should at once decide and adopt 
a policy to encourage Ayurveda and to start in each province 
Ayurveda Vidyalayas for preparing GRAMYA CHIKITSAKAS 
in provincial languages. It should also extend proper help and 
encouragement to Institutions like cars, which arc working in 
this direction. This is the only way to provide medical help in 
villages easily and at Ies3 cost. The people too will be satisfied 
thereby, for they love Ayurveda since primeval times and will 
obtain from it the seeds of Nataral life. Anrveda being enconragid 
a way will be paved for its research and development. Researches

6. You know Revered Mahatma Gatidhiji’s strong belief 
that the people in villages should be saved from the- snare of 
foreign medicines by giving them the knowledge to cure their 
diseases with simple herbs, growing by the side of river.®, stre- 
mlets or jungles. Yen can read in the prospectus (page 11th) 
the words uttered by Punyashlok Gandhiji in reply to an Address 
of welcome presented to him by my Institution on 27th January, 
1915. They express his regard for Ayurveda and his desire to 
encourage it, believing that it was solely for the ‘ welfare 
of the villagers.

Atomic research Las retcaled that it is possible to conrert mercury 
into fold by subjecting it to atomic bombardment. Bat the gold made 
by this way is not worth the trouble bocau-e ,of its high cost. 

- Bat in India, them is a science known as Rasa Yada by which base 
metals can bo made into gold at no cost at all. The science is now lost 
but a decade Bgo a Pandit had nctoslly demonstrated at Blrla House how, 
mercury conld bo mode into gold. The Pandit, who performed this miracle, 
is now no more, but the secrets of this science are available to any 
research student at the Rasasbala in Gondal. 

This is what Shi l S. Y. N Bharatby says in Rasa Yada, a small 
booklet published by Ayurveda Bbusan, N. V. Baatry, Ayunredic Institute, 
Bangalore 3. , 

LONG LOST SOIENOE 

The science of Jla«a Vaada or metallic alcbemi, ho writes, was long 
lost to os being anppreaeed during the middle ages as a criminal act 
connected with counterfeiting meUllio coins and bullion currency. 

Rata Vasda being the common namo for metallic alchemi and psyohlo 
alcbemi we get a number of bocks with the same or similar names deal- 
ing with each cf the subjects. For instance, Rasa Ralankara is an ancient 
manna! on metallic aletemi while Ra»a Ralca Pradecpa is a manual of 
psychlo alcbemi. Similarly, Bbara Praka»h ia n manual on behaviourism, 
dramaturgy, metallic chemistry and Aynrredio medicine. 

There are many ether manuals on Rasa Yaada, metallic alcbemi, 
which are act yet published, tor _ instance, Rasareav, P.amadi* Swaml 
Dhatcrai, Gorakha N&tha Dhtluvad, Ananda kh&oda etc. 



GOLD FROM MERCURY 

In 1947 it -was reported in the April issue of the Ayurveda Mata 
Sammelana Patrika, the official organ of the All India Ayurvedic Con- 
gress, that Pandit Krishnapal Shastry of Benares- demonstrated before the 
late Matador Dessi, the Secretary of Mahatma Gandhi, the conTerting 
of mercury iota gold. For a second time, he demonstrated in 1947 in the 
Uirla House in the presence of Sait Jugal Kishor Birlaand a number of 
other prominent people by conTerting 35 pounds of metallic mercury Into 
gold which was, after all critical eTalualion, auctioned and sold away for 
Rs. 75 000 and the amonnt was given over on the spot in charity. Thus 
the manufacture of gold from mercury is no longer a myth or fiction and 
that it is a solid fact, was proved to the hilt. 

DEMONSTRATION 

In September last year, we were informed by His Holiness Shree 
Charana Tilths Mabaraj that he was promised by Pandit Krisbnapal Sha- 
stry that he wonld participate in the organisation of a scientific laboratary 
in the R sasbala Ausbadhashram Gondal and that the organisation which 
was fairly in progress, had to be stopped due to the disappearance of the 
Fanditji after the demonstration in the BirU House. 

On enquiry we were informed by Birla that Pandit Krishnapal Sha- 
t try became a Swarga-wasi. On forthsr enquiry, we learnt from Kaviraj 
Pratap Stubs, the principal of the Ayurvedic College, Benares Hindu 
University, that after the demise of Pandit Krisbnapal Shastry, his brother 
was also not seen and no information was available about bis, whereabouts. 
We were at the same time told that the demonstration of manufacture of 
gold from mercury was a fact and that he had witnessed the demonstration. . 

NEED FOR REVIVAL 

We are now afraid that the whole of the investigation experience and 
learning c£ this extremely useful art and science was lost to ns especially 
when we are economically depressed at the present time. It ia only a 
ecant consolation to learn that the whole of the manuscripts from which 
Vne laYe 5 atdMrp Vtwruvi wA ■ptwA’.-awL Vza %A %n a. 1 .’, wi* vnUshfo in. 
the Raaashala in Gondal and that His Holiness Shree Charana Tfrths 
Mabaraj is well acquainted with the prooess adopted by the Pandit ji. It 
remains to be seen how much of the lost art could now be revived without 
the illustrious Krishnapal Shastry. 
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Instead oE these sporadic private and individual elEorts, it would ho 
appropriate, eYcn expedient, IE the Benares Hindu University, itself takes 
tip the matter and accommodates the experiments on Dfcatu Vaada and 
allied sciences, inviting, U necessary, experts like His Holiness Shri Cha~ 
ran?. Tilths. Maharaj and others, creating scholarships and fellowships in 
Ayurveda and Indian sciences. 

ARTIFICIAL GEMS 

At the same time, it will be the eacred dnty of the present and past 
presidents ot All India Ayurvedic Congress to start investigations into 
the matter and organise support and co-operation Eor the scheme oE tho 
scientific laboratory proposed and perhaps in progress in the Basnshals 
Anstadbashram in GondaJ. 

Ik will he very interesting to learn that the Ruddbi ELbanda Y»di 
Khanda sinco published by tho Rasaebala Goodal. cantains a number of 
very vnloable prescriptions for not only manotsclnring gold from lead and 
copper, but also the manufacture of artificial gems like tho diamond, 
ruby, the Bapphjre, the lop**, the emerald etc.

As I hare already written 
to yon In my last letter and from the adjoining ono about Cbarak Samhita 
you will bo highly delighted to leant that Ilis Highness the Maharaja 
Saheb and Her Highness the Maliarani Saheb are really the glorious 
ornaments of India. As the resident ot Nawsnagar State and tho loyal 
subject I, with my descendants, evince highest pride and re gar <f for their 
Highnesses and remember with honour and dignity as onr if aha raja and 
Noble Ruler. 

6. With crores of people to aide me, 1 have always hated and con- 
iezopted the prevailing political trends and short-sighted polices In our 
country abont removing the rulers as mere pensioners In ibo present 
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administration o! the country, This sort o! policy would never fit in it 0 
mentality of we Indiana whose lives are fromnlaied ia conformity with 
our ancient glorious Aryan Culture. Race oE Kshattiyas is the only 
community, baring martial vigour, that can protect the people. Those 
Kshatriyas number abont bjx crorea in India at present. Ono croro warriors 
can easily be had from them at any moment. It is disastrous for’and never 
in the interest of India to rednee these bravo warrious to mere agri- 
culturists or businessmen. When India was governed by these Kshatriyas, 
the country was strong, prosperous and rich but as s result of the policy 
of dissentlon propounded by the Britishers, during their domain of 200 
years, certain ancient cultnre and traditions were destroyed; still however 
the race did flourish nnder the safety and soverignty granted by the Britishers 
to Nstivo States and their rulers.

Then traits Iits n»Je him popular at home and broad. Although he is 
lha R’rjpranjskh of S»ara shtra, at present, be occupies a prominent place in 
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tie present politics o! India as a whole. Forefathers of both of ts came 
over to Nawanagar from Catctb, before 400 years and hence, I hare the 
highest pride and honour for him in my heart of hearts. We sincerely 
wish him again to be the virtual king of Nawanagor and the whole of 
Banrashtra, which in a senee he is, at present.

But, my 
friend, it was not destined and I lost a zealous young friend in him. 

14. 1 rpprecate your feeMngs in not being burdensome to 
friends, but India is a country that evinces godly and divine love 
towards guestB. ** \ " Consider your guest to be 

your God is our aacred aphorism. It is interwoven in the homely 
Jives and duties of Indians. Only the people under the impression 
. of English culture and so-called forward persons imitating the 
west, keep the business view point in forefront, in treating their 
guests. But only ten percent of Indians come into this fold, while 
the rest of people still follow the ancient culture and traditions 
and never manifest a little bit of self-intercit or apathy in treating 
the honoured and respected guests. It U true that they would 
receive them to the best of their means and manners. It is never 
in the nature or good conduct of we, Indians, to look with dis- 
gust at our guests, bo he our relative, friend, Indian, European, 
Muslim, Christian, nay, even an outcast. On the contrary wo 
consider it to he a sin to have such feelings. Wc also thus receive 
and welcome all our guests matt cordially and manifest our 
feelings of love end sinccrety to the bcit of our ability and thus 
win their hearts Recently I had the honour to welcome my 
' friend Reverend father Santa Pan of St. Xavier's College, Bombay, 
He took delight in our homtly Indian dishes and inspite of 
sitting arrangement for dining at the table, specially made for 
him, he squatted down with us on weeden teats on floor. We 



have got a stylish geest-boose here, suitable to our European 
and all other friends. 

15. Titles, honour, degrees, power, position, status etc. are 
all important Cor practical purposes in wordly affairs only. They 
are all secondary in view of close friendship. We must respect, 
regard and honour western scholars like you establishing and 
adding to the glory of Ayurveda in your countries. In this sense 
you all are no lets than our brothers, nay, members of the family. 

16. True, that India ii fortunate enough to remain out of 
the conflict that seems to ba shaping up the world of to-day. 
But when the world will be divided into two water-tight compa- 
rtments to carry out the conflict, it would be impossible for 
India to be unaffected, because the Britishers have left the 
country ta such a merctfes* condition and so precarious a predi- 
cament bas been created by them, that willingly or not, those 
having reins of administration of the country in their hands 
will have to be driven into the depth of the dismal conflict 
Parlition of India is a terror-stricken and disastrous event in 
the life of India. It brought out with iU birth untold calamities 
on crores of persons and their properties worth hundreds of 
crorcs. India had to manage, with tears in eye?, for one crorc of 
Hindus to re-habihtate. These helpless refugees bad been forced 
with aching hearts and soaring eyes to leave their dear, cstabll* 
shed birth places of long residence, with properties of thousands 
of rupees and were reduced to penary, pouperiirn or poverty. 
Two crores of people yet in Pakistan are leading a life of misery 
and Slavery, whereas, 4 crores of Muslims are completely safe 
and happy in *In<5ia. They arc as free and s-cure as the Hindus 
here and enjoy equal rights and priveleget Not only that 
but they hold high ranks in the administration of the country. 
For Instance, out of eight ministers at the centre there ate two 
Muslims. Many others occupy the high posts of Governors in 
the provinces. Them Ministers arc handling important port folios 
like those of Education, Railway, Trade, Transport, Telegraph, 
Broadcasting etc.. On the contrary there is not a single Hindu 
in Pakistan, holding inch a high post. 



17. Supposing the war becomes a possibility in near future 
it would result from the destructive British-sponsored policy of 
Pakistan, and problem of Kashmir, so ignominiously created by 
them- The policy of Anglo-American block is to allow Pakistan 
half the* portion of Kashmir, to establish their military bates, 
to erect aerodromes and to obstruct the Russian path of coming 
over to Asia. On the boundary of Kashmir there are the China, 
Tibet and Russia. They ■will also in return make reactionary 
preparations in those countries on the opposite side. Thus flame 
of fire will burst out from these clrcutmtanceej sooner or later. - 
For the ensuing five years the world will be ensnared in a 
big turmoil. And thereafter, I foresee, that the world will tee 
the days of peace and prosperity.

I have received »o many honours from Europe 
and America, so far. One sent, so kindly by yon shall bo received 
with thanks.

My dear .Brother, ' " 

I am in reoeipt of your letter dated 29-9-51. I am glad to read 
therein that yon got my address from my pnpil Dr. Lloyd of Ceylon. 1 
have also noted with pleasure yonr strong prop9nsily for the knowledge 
of Ayurveda. It gives me great delight to know that yon are an expert 
in natural medicine^ yon treat patients on that line and yon evince an 
interest in and study o£ the problems of oriental medicine. 

’ It is known to mo that in Europe there is a growing aveision against 
European modicines, since last many years; not only that, hut by my 
experienco of 45 years in the field of Aynrveda and consequently treating 
lacs of patient? from many countries of Afriao, Asia, America and 
principally of India, I have come to form an idea that despite their att- 
ractive, charming and decorative packings, people of the whole world 
are gradually developing disdain towards European medicines. The reason 
for this is the immaturity of the Allopathic system oE medicines, Instability 
and proneness to change in the facts and truths and the general popular 
belief that they are merely in the stage of experimentation oh human lile. 

As is admitted by pre-eminent research workers, of Europe and 
America, in the field of Ayurveda, the antiquity of Ayurveda dates back ' 
with and stands parallel to the period ot the four Vedas-the Rig, Yajur, Saman 
nnd'Athnrvan. According to the principles based on onr ancient Jyotisha’ 
Bhastra (Astrology) we believe the Vedas to be existing mors than one 
'lac of years hack. Even the European scholar 3 admit their existence ah 
far back B3 20,000 years ago. Since last fifty years western scholars have 
boon increasingly attracted towards this great Science of Ayurveda, the 
principles of which have been decided and translated into action since 
times immemorial, the expiry of a period ot thousands of years have not 
in the -least affected and changed whose basic pricoiples and the merits 
.of medicine* as delineated in that science are experienced as advantage- 
ous as before to the people of the whole of tbo world. Hundreds of those 
scholars to-day are studying Aynrveda intensively with Interest and 
speak lor this Shastra in high laudable expressions. For some instances, 

, in the mstter, you may please refer to nnd read In my Presidental address 
of the 5lat All India Ayurvedic Congress at Lsbore, a bosk-let dispatched 
«■ to yon to day. with other literature ot my institution, lor your perusal. 
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On knowing your eagerness for the study «f Ayu;rTeda, I boj very 
mnoh pleased to have one more friend < added to my European circle of 
lovers of Aynrveda. I suppose, yon might not have etndied Sanskrit. Yon 
must be knowing that all the original texts on Ayurveda are written in 
Sanskrit. They number about 700 and ont of them I possess 300 
mss. among the 17,000 mss.,1 b»re in my Bhnvaneshwari Granths Bbnndar. 
200 great and small works on Aynrveda are found printed and published 
so far. Books for study amongst them aro Charak, Sashrnt, Vegbbatts, Bhav* 
aprakasha, Sharangadhar, Rasaratoa-Samncchaya, Basaprakash Sndhakar, 
Bhaishajyaratali, Aynrveda Prakasb, Rasoddbar Tantra eto.. Several of 
them have been translated into English, Eastern scholars have been studying 
Aynrveda, having mostly relied on these texts. I have got several inch editions 
with English translation in my library, but there is only a single office 
copy of each. Heuce, I will inquire about those books and the places 
from which they can be obtained and then I will inform you about that 
later on. Tbs Snshrnt amongst those books is a work on Surgery. It is 
printed in three volumes with English translation. Charak, Snshrnt and 
Yngbhatta are the three Sambita works of great Importance in Aynrveda. 
The editions with English translation of them are mostly unobtainable 
to-day. ChBrak Samhita is a great work and reputed western scholars have 
• evinced such deep faith in the work that it is believed that if patients 
are treated according to the systems advocated in the Ohorak Samhita, 
best results would be achieved and no other exaot, harmless, life saving 
and unique method, standing i D its comparison, would be required nay, 
would net be found existing. 

A scholar and vaidya of Calcutta bad, 35 years ago, translated the Charak 
Samhita in English, but that is not available these days. Thinking it to 
be so, the Rajpramnkh of Sanrashtra. the membor of the Indian delega- 
tion to TJ.N.O. and the Maharaja of Navaasgsr Jam Saheb His Highness 
Shri Sir Digrijaysinbji Saheb and Her Highness Maharani Shri Gnlab 
Knnrarba Saheb, as whose loyal subjects we always taks pride, in order to' 
enoonrage the propagation of the multifarious advantageous of Charak 
Samhita in India and all parts of the world and to enable the people of 
the world io be the most profiled by it, their Highnesses facilitated and 
patronaged the research work of the Onarak Samhita before 10 years. 
This work has been completed since three months. It was first presented to 
oar President Dr. Baba Shri Rijeudra Prasadji. Six lovely volumes 
have been prepared and they cover 5000 page#. It is valued at Rs. 12» 
or 27 to 30 American Dollars. 

- In bringing this book to light my friend Dr. P. M. llehta M.D., eto., 
scholar oi Sanskrit, lover of Aynrveda and holding high degtters in 
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Allopathy, ha* admirably endeavoured for tea years for the completion 
of t\ua wotk la 'collaboration of several other Scholars- Original Sanjkrit 
text ia translated into three languages: English, Hindi nod Gojar&tl .The 
Yolnmo is of extreme importance, considering tbo exhaustive information 
given in it about tlio history of AyniYeda and other useful material. Maharaja 
Jam Salteb has donated and spent 10 lacs of rupees-!:] lacs of American 
dollars ia the project. This book can be hod from Dr. 1*. M. Mehta, The GnUb 
Kunverbs Ayurvedic Soeuty, Cbarak Bhuvan, Jamnagar, Kathiawar, India.

It U with great thankfulness that I have received your 
letter cf October lGtb, 1951. Yoor valuable information have 
foned my vivid interest I wax etpcclaliy happy to find «o many 
proven of mntBal oedentanding. 

The fallcre of the European medical ecience Is not 'an 
isolated apparition, but jtm one of the many symptoms of the 
abtointe failcre of the Ecropean spirit, or tpiritoiHta. The 
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entire spiritual development in Europe, has gone wrong W3ys for 
hundreds of years, causing a terrifying externllisation of every 
object, as well as to an exaggerated materialism, going to 
extremes. The consideration of the internal forces of man has 
been neglected entirely. What Enrope needs most and alone can 
save this continent is the retnrn to the valuable sources of the 
Asiatic spiritualism. For many years I have been fighting for 
this idea- also by means of articles in periodicals (''Oar Eu- 
ropean Mission ”), which have also appeared in Asiatic and 
American newspapers. This basic mental attitude has brought 
me in sharp opposition to the still rnling powers in Enrope, 
thus my idealogical crusade is a steady battle. 

It is essential that public groups in Enrope be absolutely

If those powers are 
not very much visible as yet, they are oonetheless latently 
present and at the given moment they wilt no doubt take on 
successfully. The- International Circle of Ccltere (ICC), presided 
by the undersigned for a long time has been propagating the 
retnrn to the spiritual powers of Asia.

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There *Ia no doubt that heavy battling will start at the 
moment principles and possibilities ol Ayorvcda begin to take 
foot in Europe, This conflict would however, not merely be a 
“ disebssion ’’ on purely scientifical terms-which woold be highly 
welcome but the European medical science will no doubt take 
advantage of all the churchly and public (state) powers for a 
backlog-up to oppress the truth. The repiesentativcs of the 
European medicine are to be found not only among physicians, 
nniveralty professors, a. s. o , bat and mostly in the chemical- 
pharmaceutical trnsts with their monster stocks, with tbc.T 
immense inflnence on the Enropean press and their widespread 
connections with political powers and their leaders. According 
to experience all means will appear to be right and will serve 
these powers to giant the eontinnency of their fundamental 
issues and believes. 1 am, howevei, confidently looking forward 
to this battle, as I know that it is inevitable If Europe wishes 
. to find her way out of disaster and because 1 am set to fight 
chivalrously and with the weapons of truth. Fnrlher, as I am 
convinced that ethics will win in the long run, J fee] sure that 
victory will be ours. 

This shows yon and your friendr, at leait partly 5 the 
difficulties we face in Europe. To have the Enropean people 
getting closer to Ayurveda the following programme is being 
deemed essentia) : 


1. Foundation of the EUROPEAN AYURVEDA INSTI- 
TUTE (head quarters), working in close co-operation with yon 
and yonr friends. This institute canid be attached to the I. C. C 
thus securing the advantage of having quite a gronp of iJtellect- 
nals who are already interested in Aynrveda. 


2. It >s essential that the respective Asiatic Personalities 
stand behind this institute, persons whose names bear international 
importance, for the European public to see that this project is 
being backed-up by valuable Asiatic Personalities and Scientists. 
Before everything else these would have to give full spiritual 
support to this enterprise. This will be more important than 
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financial assistance. Of coune, there will be a necessity to dnw 
funds, but they will not ba considered as to be of first import- 
ance, as in this regard we are sore to find ample material 
assistance here in Europe. It would be of very great importance 
and highly appreciated if the Maharaja of Navanagar or another 
high ranking personality whom you may consider fit for this position 
would take over the Protectlomhip of European Ayurveda Institute. 

3. To get European man acquainted with Ayurveda it will 
be necessary that the Institute issues a periodical. This too, 
could be combined with our J. C. C- magazine (monthly), which 
will appear shortly. The necessary Bpace could be reserved 
exclusively for article on Ayurveda. 

4. Further a book will have to be published by the E. A. I., 
but the same should not be too voluminous. Its aim would be to 
Bhow the Europeans what Ayurveda basically is at all, on what 
principles it has been built up, what the success Is up to now, 
etc. It should be a publication for laymen, in order ,to 
enlighten the broad public on the matter. 

5. It has to be arranged that able Europeans take up studies 
on Ayurveda through the Institution. As soon as a first group 
of European students for Ayurveda ia ready one or two Asiatic 
Scholars would have to come to Europe, to conduct institution. 
The education must be as near thoroughness as possible and 
fully scientific. A icientiiic dissertation, like in other branches 
of university studies, will have to be taken Into consideration 
and the same mast be submitted to an Asiatic University Board or 
a similar institute for verification. Has the respective student 
completed his studies efficiently and surrendered an adequate 
dissertation on Ayurveda, a corresponding diploma would be 
handed over to him legitimating him also In Enrope. 

, 6, It must b° understood that this can be fulfilled and 

grow gradually only. It is our doty to plant the teedljrg now, 
and to se-' to it that Us growth is beinr promoted until we 
have a strong tree. Later-on also the bigger publications on 
Ajorveda will have to be translated into European language. 



I ehoold be pleased to learn yonr opinion and lo obtain, 
your counsel on the fonodation of the European Ayurveda 
Institute;, and it wonid ceitainly be highly appreciated if this 
Inititntion tvonld work io close co-operation with yoors. .

Thanks lor your letter ot 2-2-1952 which reached here’ on 14-2-52, 
, 1. I am delighted to learn that Government o£ Uttar Pradesh have 

appointed a Committee o! Experts for the preparation of a Pharmacopoeia 
of Ayurvedic and Un&oi Medicines. 

2. It gives me pleasure to not that this committee aims at preparing 
a PharmBoopoeia for both the systems of medicine via. Aynrveda and 
Unoni; hot 1 cannot follow how this la feasible, as there is a vast 
difference in the names, methods of preparation, rises and properties of the 
drags in both the Systems. By making a confusion in the admixtnre of 
the two the Government will have to incur unnecessary great expenses 
and the result will not bo satisfactory. Hence, It is my humble opinion 
that this committee of U. P. Govt, should prepare two separata treatises! 
1. 'Ayurvedio Pharmacopoeia, and 2. Unani Pharmacopoeia. This would 
also facilllate the work of Yaldyas ProotUiouers and Hakims, the expected 
users of the samo. \ 

. 3. Herebelow, I mention some salient features of the proposed Ayur- 
vedic pharmacopoeia: 

4. 1 think, if the English method of preparing the Pharmacopoeia 
is followed for our task, it would not be suitable, facilitating and In 
fitness of things for our Ayurvedio Method. The use of thousands of 
medicines rach as Bhoemas, Kupi Pakva Rasa Rasayanas, Parpalies, Pills, 
Guggals, TaJJss, Ghritas, Choomas, Kwaths, Avalehns, Asavas nnd many 
others, mentioned in various 8amhites and other Rasayan Granthas of 
Ayurveda, would be an impossibility. So this Ayurvedio Phannaoopoeia 
should be divided into two sections. 

(1) Dravya-Gnna-Darshak Pharmacopoeia. 

(2) Biddha-Auabadha-Gunx-Daishak Pharmacopoeia. 

5. Allopathic Pharmacopoeia generally describes ingredients, tinctures, 
powders, salts and other preparations made out of them, their methods 
of preparation, properties etc. Then ibo Doctors and practitioners refer 
to them for prescriptions for various patients considering the nature of 
the ailment, and then prescribe mixture from them • acoording'to their 
experience and ellicacy of drugs formerly tried on other patients. 



‘ 6. Method o£ Ayutweda entirely differs in this respect. 

7. Aynrseda prescribes for Tarions diseases certain Siddha Ansbadbas 
i. «. medicines prepared from the jogs of certain yegitable, mineral and 
animal products. Choomss, Basas, Rasayenos, Fitts, and other preparations 
nsed on almost all 'diseases contain 10. 20, 25 or more Ingredients. Tho 
Siddha Anshadha thus prepared is primarily meaat for a cerlain speoifio 
disease, bnt considering the properties of tho ingredients and the yoga 
of all of them the same drag can bo nsed with efficaoy on eeTeral 
other diseasee also. Thus the Vaidyas bare to utilise ready made 
prescriptions tried and eaperienced by Master Vaidyas through ages and 
inheritence whereas the Dectoie base to prepare thstr own prescriptions, 
at their own sweet will.

from riverside, streamlet?, forests, fields and out— ekrits of each and every 
village. They do not require to stare dependently at the cities for getting 
them. If the allopathic system is followed they will have to ba dependent, 
for all the above things. This way the system of indigenous drugs would 
serve as a means to save crores of rupees of the government. The jurity 
of the fact that the Ayurveda is the only practical system to keep the 
people free from diseases and preserve their health, shaking off the 
d Tendency in matters medical, will be realised by the Government in 
very near future if not to-day. 

14. It is a matter for calm consideration that the public health, 
before only 50 years from onr ’ days, wa3 very sound and people were 
long-lived, stont and sturdy, whereas the position in our times is the ' 
most regrettable. This can be well realised even to-day if we look at 
stont bodies of villagers and o®r own elderly members of the family. 
Hence, it is quite evident that, despite the progressive means coming on 
scene right from the British role, the life and health of the people are 
being gradually decreased day by day. What reasons can be put forward 
in this 0 se ? The Britishers well knew them but onr leaders have never 
tried to ponder over them. 

15. After the war of independence in 1857, the policy of the Britishers, 
regarding public health, was very ruinons. They knew that most of the 
Indian popnlace are non- vegetarians As to the nourishing animal elements 
required by the body, they get them sufficently from milk, curd, ghee, 
whey, butter eto.. In order to make them hardly inaccessible they began, 
as a part of their crooked policy, the terrible cow-elangbter in India, 
which was never even dreamt by tbo Indian peoplo and which did not 
happen even during the role of any of the Mobammodaa Emperors. They 
carried this heinous tack to such an exteme that lacs of cows began to be 
slaughtered. They developed even the business of the flesh and skin on a 
Very large scale, in a country, where the people worship the cow as the 
Divine Mother. This has given terrible blow to the public health. 

16. The gradual reduction in the noarirhiog elements of 
human bodies, medc tnem feeble aaJ short-lived. A day was 
thtre when it was deemed to be a s.o to teli the Go-raa (milk 
etc.), and still however, cveu if some p:ople C3e ^ to lei! it, 
people got it at very cheap rater, lay, 2 ponds for one anna.

the glory and worth of Ayurveda and thus regard towards oar 
sacred science. I can cite here two instances in the point, out 
of many. As the great Sanskritist Dr. Max Mnller took pride 
in appending the word Bhatt before bis Dame, Dr. Klass of 
Switzerland and Dr. Kipnis of New York, also exult in effixing 
the Vaidya, Ayotvedachaiya etc. with their names. Here in 
India too there are innumerable Allopathic Doctors who admire 
and practise with pride the Aynrveda, amongst them we can 
mention the name of Dr. P. M. Mahta of Jamnagar.
